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THE TRIAL MERGER 
LEER 


The Trustees of the Pequot-sepos Wildlife Sanctuary, Inc. and the Thames 
Science Center have voted to embark upon a trial merger in order to determine 
whether or not a legal merger woula be desirable for both organizations. 


The trial merger is to be put into effect, beginning November 1, 1964, 
for a period of one year, except that, after six months, by mutual agreement 
the arrangement may be terminated in favor of a legal flerger; or, -by the 
decision of either party, it may be permanently terninated after six months 
on 60 days prior written notice. 


The Trustees of both organizations have long recognizua the ‘similarity 
of the objectives of the Sanctuary and the Center, and the possibility of 
serving the community still more effectively as a Single organization, 


The object of the trial merger is to faniliarize-each ofganization with 
the operation of the other and to test the feasibility of a Single management 
g0everning the aims and activities of the two organizations. 


The merger would provide funds for a Curator and an Assistant Curator 
with some part-time help, and would eliminate duplication of effort ana 
thereby enable the merged organization to provide better ana increased service 
to its members and to the community. This service would take the form of a 
coordinated youth program, a coordinated adult program, an active ficid con-= 
Servation program and a greater degree of coordinated conservation activity.

TRIAL MERGER (continued from page 1) 

A merger would also produce a larger and more widéspread membership, the 
Sanctuary having.almost 800 members and the Center having approximately 200, 
with few overlaps. It would make possible the consolidation of physical 
equipment such as exhibit specimens, projection, field trip and office equip- 
ment: i 


A trial merger will not be in any way legally binding. It has been 
agreed that all meetings of trustees and committees will be joint. On motion 
referring specifically to Sanctuary or Center matters, votes of the represen- 
tatives of the other organization will be merely advisory. It is also agreed 
that there shall be ho meetings of any nature unless a representative of each 
organization is present. 


The treasurers of the two organizations will collaborate closely to 
learn each other's problems and to decide where costs may be split. However, 
the management of funds and the treasurers’ reports will be kept entirely 
separate during the period of trial merger. 


The chairmanship of the joint trustees! meetings will be divided between 
the two presidents by mutual agrecment, but the agenda for such meetings will 


be discussed by both presidents prior to the meeting. 


In the event that the trial merger proves successful and that a legal 
merger seems desirable, it is understood that: 


I. The major formal program, insofar as it involves the time of organiza- 
tion employees, will deal only with the natural history and ecological 
sciences and with conservation practices. 


II. The present Curator of the Pequot-sepos Wildlife Sanctuary will direct 
the entire operation of the merged organization and the present Director of 
the Thames Science Center will be Assistant Curator. The organization head- 
quarters will be located at the Trailside Museum ‘of the Sanctuary. Activi- 
ties in the New London area will be centered in the Thames Science Center 
Building. 


III. The allocation of the time of the organization employees will be as 
follows: The Curator will distribute his time, the Assistant Curator's 
time, and the time of all other employees as necessary for the successful 
operation of the newly-formed organization as reflected by Section I above 
and by the wishes of the President and the Board of Trustees of the merged 
organization. (A tentative example of possible time distribution follows: 
Curator: 25% available for working with the Assistant Curator, 75% devoted 
to other work; Assistant Curator: 50% work in New London, 25% in Mystic, 
25% work in schools.) 


IV. All legal commitments of both organizations will be honored by the 
newly formed organization should a merger take place.
